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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejection of claims 1-20 to be proper. 

Applicant contends that Kwan does not disclose or suggest a retransmission method as claimed. However, the Examiner cited Kwan in 
the final rejection showing retransmission. The Applicant contends that there is no discussion of a retransmission scheme other than a 
general statement. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and maintains that the cited passage relates to retransmitting as claimed. 

Applicant contends that the Examiner appears to be relying on his own personal knowledge that a transmission scheme can be used for 
retransmission. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner has relied upon knowledge available to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention. 

Applicant contends that Bolgiano does not disclose or suggest methods for providing adaptive incremental redundancy. However, the 
Examiner has relied on the primary reference Kwan to disclose this claim limitation. Bolgiano is relied upon to show using a transmission 
domain selected from a space domain and defining the transmission formats based on certain parameters. 
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
